THE KL7AA REPEATERS

Ports are 145.01 mhz, 147.96 mhz and 
445.05 mhz at 1,200 Baud; 7108.5 khz 
at 300 Baud and 445.11 mhz at 9600 
Baud. Remember that 147.96 mhz is 
normally in use as the Iceworm link to 
other Alaskan communities and limit 
use of that port to evening hours.
